It Is reconnnended that the above case be closed for the following reasons: 

On February 14 f 1986 r subject Joseph Paul Franklin was 
convicted on two counts of murder in Dane County, Wisconsin for 
the captioned sniper-shootings of Alphonse Manning, Jr. and Toni 
Schwenn. On the^ same date, Franklin was sentenced to two 
mandatory consecutive life sentences for those murders, to be 
served consecutively to the four consecutive life sentences 
he received for his Salt Lake City sniper-shootings. 

Analysis of applicable federal parole guidelines as well as 
parole guidelines in Utah and Wisconsin indicates that, with six 
consecutive life sentences to serve, there is virtually no 
likelihood that Franklin will ever be released on parole. Thus 
further prosecution of Franklin for any of the other murders and 
bombings of v/hich he is suspected will not serve in any way to 
further protect society from this dangerous racist killer. 
Indeed, any further prosecution would endanger society by 
creating a significant risk that Franklin might escape while 
being tried. That risk of escape is real: Franklin has a past

hist<?ry of successful escapes? Franklin has confessod to several 
of the raurders and bombings for the apparent purpose of encourag~ 
ing prosecution and thereby generating escape opportunities? and 
during the recent trial in Dane County a plot to escape ws 
foiled by local authorities. In my judgraent, the public interest 
in foriaally assigning responsibility to Franklin for his other 
crimes is outweighed by the public interest in ensuring that 
under no circumstances should this man ever be free to kill 
again. Local prosecutors v/ith v7hom I have spoken in Chattanooga , 
Wisconsin, and West Virginia concur in this judgment and have 
indicated that they have no intention of further prosecuting 
Franklin, 

Accordingly, I recommend that this matter ba closed*
